Airplane Despatchers Will Use Radto 

To Keep In Touch With Machines 

’ Radio has payed the way for an- 
other new job—the airplane des- 
patcher. 

Much like its predecessor, who is 
responsible for the operation of 
trains without conflict in schedules, 
his task will be to keep airplanes go- 
ing in the right direction and to give 
aid in cases of emergency. But the 
land wires the train director uses are 
not to be part of the system, Rad® 
will be the connecting link between 
ground and airplane. 

The equipment that again will 
bring radio into practical contact 
with another of man's twentieth cen- 
tury accomplishments is being in- 
stalled in the western sector of the 
route. Ground 
| radiophone stations are being set up, 
and a despatcher will be in charge of 
each one. 

Most of the direction by radio will 
be done at night, when the plane’s 
pilot must depend on his compass or 
light beacons spaced at intervals 
along his route. ;'These beacons are 
erected on towers, and contain lights 
with a candlepower of 4,000,000. 

With intermediate fields not furth- 
er apart than thirty miles, and each 
equipped for despatching by radio, 
the new service will remove much of 
the isolation from air transportation.

Found By Excavators 


May Have Been Victim Of Sacrifice 
5,000 Years Ago 

Evidences of a tragedy.that de- 
scended upon the driver of a chariot, 
and the four animals that drew ‘his 
equipage 5,000 years ago were found 
in Mesopotamia by the Field Mu- 
seum, Oxford University joint expe- 
dition to that country. 

Henry Field, member of the expe- 
dition, has sent word that an almost 
complete four-wheeled chariot, und 
another similar vehicle in a more 
fragmentary state, both some 5,000 
years old, have been excavated on 
the site of the ancient City of Kish. 

Around one of the chariots were 
found the skeletons of a man and 
four animals. The animal skeletons 
have been identified as those of any 
species of horse, The excavators 
found evidence which leads them to 
believe the master and animals were 
victims of a sacrifice to ancient gods. 

Between two of the animal skele- 
tons the excavators found a shaft,

porting rings through which the reins 
had passed. Archaeologists regarded 
that as an important discovery, for 
it throws a new and precise light on 
the means of transport in use by the 
Sumerians, 

The findings are regarded as the 
most notable collection of parts of 
ancient vehicles. The relics will be 
set up in the Feld Museum of Na- 
tuarl History here.

Discovery Of Ex-Army Officer More 
Effective Than Commercial 
Dynamite 

A new explosive, of. which radium 
is an important ingredient, was” re- 
ported by military professors of the 
California Institute of Technology as 
80 per cent. more powerful than TNT, 
and 15 per cent. more effective than 
commercial dynamite in official tests. 

Tests of the explosive, invented by 
Captain H. R. Zimmer, of Los Angel- 
es, former army officer, were con- 
ducted by Lieutenant-Colonel L. M. 
Adams, professor of military science. 
An ounce of each of the three explos- 
ives was placed in three separate 
lead jars and their powers determin- 
ed by measuring expansions created 
by explosions.

on the same ground year after year. 
The ground becomes polluted with 
eggs from the worms, and with such 
conditions it is practically impossible 
to rear young pigs without having 
them infested with these parasites. 
This subject has been very carefully 
studied at the Brandon, Manitoba, 
Experimental Farm, and in his re- 
port for last year the superintendent 
Mr. M. J.,Tinline, found it good prac- 
tice to have all the sows farrow in 
pens that were thoroughly clean and 
the young pigs reared on ground that 
had not been used for swine for a 
number of years. AS a result of these 
precautions the losses at weaning 
time were very small, 'The system of 
cleaning pens reported by Mr, Tin- 
line, is to scrub the walls, troughs, 
and floors of the farrowing pen with 
boiling water and lye in the strength 
of one pound of lye in forty gallons 
of water. In addition to this the sow 
is washed in warm soapy water be- 
fore she is put in the clean pen. After 
ten days she is transferred to another 
clean pen and when her litter are old 
enough to go outside they are trans- 
ferred to clean ground. During the 
time the sow and litter are together 
they must be moved to a fresh pen or 
clean ground every ten days. When 
weaned the young pigs are placed 
in clean yards with clean cabins and 
allowed to stay until ready for mar- 
ket.

That is one side of 
the picture. Canada is somewhat be- 
hind Europe and the United States in 
the matter of air mail. But she is 
moving in the right direction. 

The other side of the picture is not 
quite so encouraging. A week or two 
ago “Duke” Schiller, the first airman 
to reach the Bremen flyers on Green- 
ly Island, went down to New York 
to attend the reception tendered Fitz- 
maurice and his German companions, 


Returning. to Canada, he told in an] 


interview in the Toronto Star how he 
had been importuned to remain in 
the United States and of the many 
flattering offers of employment he 
had received. But “Duke” Schiller 
would not remain south of the line. 
As he put it, “This is the country to 
fly in.” 

But “Duke” is quite well aware of 
the disadvantfiges of flying in Can- 
ada. Here is what he had to say about 
it: ' 

“We haven't a real airport in the 
whole country, while in the United 
States there are little towns no larg- 
er than Port Credit that have good 
flying fields. Here, every time you 
land you take a chance, and it is 
practically impossible to do so by 
night.” 

If Canada is to make any speed 
with aviation, and if she is to have an 
air mail service worth anything, she 
will need a good many airports and 
flying fields between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific. And here on the Pacific, 
where the facilities are best in the 
country for year-round flying, we 
have even more need than in other 
sections.—_Vancouver Province. 


Alberta Sells Railway 


Purchasers Obtain Rights and Titles 
To the Lacombe and North- 
western Railway 

A cheque for $1,510,582.59, turned 
over to the provincial treasurer of 
Alberta, by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, on May 10th, purchased the 
Lacombe and Northwestern Railway. 
The company obtained” full posses- 
sion, right and title of the latter pro- 
perty, with all securities and capital 
stock of the land of the company.
